Just what is Berlin like 
these tension-laden days?

It is difficult to grasp 
Berlin; more difficult prob- 
ably than to grasp New 
York, London or Paris, for 
Berlin is not a beautiful 
city or full of historical 
monuments. Nor is Berlin 
one of those noble European 
centres bestowed with a 
long and = glorious history 
for, when London and Paris 
were already centres of 
European culture and civili- 
sation back in the 12th and 
18th centuries, Berlin was 
still in obscurity somewhere 
in the Brandenburg woods 
and swamps, more a fishing 
village than a city. 


Neither is Berlin a 
sxiumorous "city of lights’ 
where your cares disappear. 


What, then, is Berlin? As 
one Berliner puts it: “Our 
city is a way of life, a funny 
mixture of dry, realistic 
alertness, Bohemian  light- 
ness, hard work and com- 
mon sense.

Now 
situated on the  border-line 
between West Berlin and the 
Sovict sector, its huge pillars, 
crowned by a red Soviet 
banner, have become a symbol 
of the split between East ond 
West. 


Today, the city’s physiognomy
